‘The 
ordinary labourer, apparently, took compul 
sory holiday ; there was no work for him, 
Eton College Chapel, while the highest class, 
the freeinasons, fell dawn to sixty-seven for that 

, as compared with 108 in the fort- 
sight before, the nine other classes nf workmen 
fell from 121 to twelve: the numbers were not 
normal. again till the Jast week in. January. 
schoolboys, agvia, often began their buliday. 
before Christmas, with their feast of the Boy 
Bishop on St, Nicholas! Day (December 6

Meanwhile, however, under cover, of their Boy~ 
Bishop custom they often managed to run riot 
Exery cathedral, probably, had its Boy Bishop ; 
and certainly the custom (as officially recog” 
nized and was smiled uporr by a broad-minded 
churchman lke, Dean. Colet. . Tt flourished 
especialy on Innocents’ Day (December 28) 
when, as a prohibitory proclamation of Henry 
VITT puts ir,” children be steningelie decked and 
appariyled to conterfeit Priests, Bishops and 
swomen, and to be ledde with songs and dances 
from house to house, blessing the people, snd 
gathering of money ; and boves de sing masse, 
reach in the pulpit, with such other une 
ss and inconvenient usages.” On the other 
hand, there was sometimes a custom that, 
any boy could be caught in bed that mornin 
bby an eatlier bied, he might be flogged then and 
there in commemoration of the sufferings of 
the Holy Innocents slain hy Herod on that day. 
Others, without heing schoolboys, celebrated 
some siilar survival. from the  Saturnalia— 
“Lord of Mistule,’ * Abbot of Unreaion," etc. 
Here the ‘prentices were naturally to the’ fore; 
and we have a picturesque though very jaundiced 
description of them from the Puritan Stubbes : 
All the wilde heads of the parishe . . . crown 
him with great solemnity, the king, anointed, 
chuseth for the twentie, fourtie, threescore of 
a hundred lustic guites liketo hymself.’ ‘They 
deck themselves out with bells at their knees 
and all the finery they can get,‘ borrowed for the 
ioste parte of their pretie Mopsies and loovyng. 
*; thus they ride-on with hobby-horses, 
dragons, ‘pipers ‘ and thundryng drommers, to 
atrike up the Deville's daunce withall ’ into the 
churchyard, into the church, in spite 
and service. ‘Then the foclishe people 
Tooke, they stare, they laugh, they fleere, and 
mount upon formes and pewes, to sce these 
goodly pageauntes solemnized in this sort. 
‘They collect money, and many folle are so foolish 
as to encourage these * hel 
them food or drink. These »

‘There are few greater modern delusions 
pre-Reformation times than the idea dat 
Chaucer's Poor Parson would have sat patciarch-

‘The 
intelligent creature would climb the most 
inaccessible peaks and then stand and point 
at tufts of the rare plant until Uncle 
George sent his chauffeur up with a pair 
of clippers: to dislodge it. He had had 
fan avful job training Charles—that was 
the chamois! name—because at first the 
Tittle beast reould eat the edelweiss himself 
before my uncle or the chauffeur could 
come up. However, by dint of painting 

lumps of it with bitter aloes,

Uncle Geonge managed to cure Charles of 
this deplorable habit. (I had an aunt who — 
cured her canary of biting its toc-nails ina 
very similar fashion.)

a fire on the embankment in the midst of

Reyoung man, coming up from the forest,

My eldest brother (ive were in Constan- 
tinople at the time, and it was, at the time, the 
winter of 1894) being already a militarist’ and 
Tesctionary hind conceived a marked dislike 
for, Captain Dreyfus. ‘This unfortunate officer 
innd' been arrested in October of that year for 
selling military secrets to the German Embassy. 
‘The incident had filled my brother, then aged 
n, wwith passionate indignation. He dete 
‘mined to give me an example of what happened 
to. people who sold secrets to the German 
Entuaty. Thad observed, and desired when 
unpacking things for our Christmas tree, a 
little figure of a French eoldier which jumped 
and dangled upon an clastic string. My brother 
‘old me that this entrancing and resilient figure 
was in reality Captain Alfred Dreyfus. He ine 
‘cated that, for this officer, destiny had reserved 
4 sentence of death by slow torture, He told me 
{o wait tll December 23, which was the date 
fixed for our party. * You wait!” he said, 
menacingly, observing doubtless that T showed 
signs of being a Dreyfusard. T asked my mother 
whether I might not be allowed to have the 
Tittle French soldier asa special present, reserved 
for myself alone, detached from the Christmas 
tice. She seid that T must not beg for things in 
audvanee, and that perhaps perhia 
very good sbe would seo’ that 1 
‘object was reserved for_my portion 
‘wanted itnow. I wanted to hide Captain Dreyfus 
in my play-box before fate could overtake him, 
She merely smiled. 

Four days later, after many sticky. mouths 
ud monched at an enormous tea, the sliding 
doors which led to the drawing-room were 
suddenly opened and there in front of us, 


plowing and crackling like the lights of 


hton from the sea, stood this pyramid 

2 pendant things starred with 
2 thousand flickering candles. We said 
*Oh!"—kmowing that it was expected 
of us. Our minds, however, were 


‘concentrated greedily upon what we 


‘obtain. My brother reached the tree 
before me, and began to walk round it 
quickly, searching for Captain: Dreyfus. 


‘This officer, for his parr, Rad managed to 
hide himself away from the blaze of publicity 
in some shadowed recess of this sparkling 
conifer. I found him first. "They had attached 
hisn to the branch, not by ‘his own piece 
‘of elastic, which was frail enough, but by 
fan additional bawser made of twisted golden 
string. I tugged silently at these. moor- 
ings, my heart beating for fear lest my brother 
should emerge from behind the tree. I tugged 
and tugged. It was impossible to release Cap- 
tain Dreyfus. I covered his litle dangling body 
with my hand, praying that my mother would 
appear with the scissors. But it was my brother 


who appeared. He :

He detached Cap- 
tain Drefus while T 
watched in ‘agony. 
Fle was, as I still 
feel, really angry 
Bath the “Capi i 
far having sold those papers to the German 
Embassy, although even at the time the evidence 
‘of his guilt was questionsble. I watched his 
indignant detonation With inereming terror. 
fe kept on saying ‘ Traitor!" quite close to 
Captain Dreyfis's ear, and then he went and 
‘put that ear, infact the whole face of the officer, 
In the flame of the nearest candle. Captain 
Dreyfus was made of papier maché and did 
not burn as briskly as vother erimingls. His 
face and figure were formed, indeed, by two 
profiles stuck together with’ glue; the glue 
Inelted in the heat of the flame, and the two 
profiles of Captain Dreyfus began at that 10 
furl outwards and away from each other, 
‘smoking terribly. I let forth a how! of unutter- 
able anguish, and dashed to the rescue. T showed 
great merit in seizing at the candle rather than 
at the figure itself which was already held firmly 
in the stronger hands of my brother. I pulled 
the candle sideways, bending it down into the 
fibres of the Christmas tree. A sharp smell of 
burning pine woods reached my nostrils. I 
hhovled again. “It was then that I was rescued 
by my mother. Captain Dreyfus, as an orsunie 
‘substance, had by that time ceased to exist. 

‘My people, I feel, displayed but little sym- 
pathy." ‘They were more gratified by. my 
brother's vicarious and (as was clearly shown by 
the Rennes court-martial) mistaken patriotism, 
than by my: own passionate defence of a man who 

victimized by a rigid military 
Thad looked forward to po 
plain Dreyfus and allowing him to 
dance and dangle at the end of my bed. My 
father was amused by the incident and went and 
told the French Ambassador, who happened to 
bo present at the party. He also was gratified, 
He came and tweaked my brother's ear, speaking 
words of commendation. ‘This incident, 1 
4am convinced, had a profound influence on my 
later life. From that moment I became anti- 
militarist, pro-Jewish, and pacifist; from thet

N 1440, when he was eighteen, King Henry VI decided to create a 

small college at Cambridge. “Mut scarce had the work of building 
2 habitation for the Title community (1 Rector and twelve scholars) 
started when ambition soared. ‘The king determined to found s great 
college which should outstrip all others in splendour and be linked with 
the school which he had made at. Eton, 

His plana were never completed. ‘The mighty quadrangle with library 
and hall and buttery and lodgings for the scholars were never built 
but one part of his dream—the great chapel for his college monasters— 
‘as, in the course of time, turned into the reality of timber and af stone: 
Te stands todsy os o5€ of Cuiibidge’s proudest possessions abd ac’ a 
‘enduring memorial to the boy King. 

In conception the chapel Was then, and, indeed, still ie, heterodox 
cis as Henry VI desired, 9 church ‘ without any vies,” divided into chapel 
and ante-chapel, and dawn. each side “betwixt every of the boterces 
[buttresses] in the hody of the chirche, on bothe sides of the same chirche, 
18 elosette with an nuter therein.’. And this scheme was carried out by 
those who slowly proceeded with theibuikling until, danks be to the bene- 
factions of King Heney VIT, the fabric wus completed seventy yeaty 
after the foundation stone was laid and in the full tide of the Renascence 

So it stands today, a wonderful example of the architecture of the times, 
Ruskin war contemptuous of its outside appearance, describing it as lke 
a table “upside down with ity four legs in the air.’ But there is no 
doubting the beauty snd’ the risjesty of the interior. ‘The most striking 
feature is the fan youlting, which has teen described as the most besutiful 
form of roof ever devised. King's College Chapel has the Finest example

THE ART OF ETCHING By 


TCHINGS are often confused with pen drawings because a certain 
number of them are somewhat similar in appearance. They are, 
however, very different. Instead of drawing on paper with a pen 

‘or pencil, the etcher takes a needle mounted in a handle and draws 

‘vith icon the surface of a copper plato which has already been covered 

with an acidresisting varnish. ‘The needle scrapes away the varnish, 

leaving portions of the copper exposed. The plate is then immersed 
in acid which biees into the metal wherever unprotected by varnish. 

“The varnish ix chen cleaned away altogether and the plate, with the 

lines of the design clearly bitten into its surface, is ready to print 

‘The plate is smeared with ink and the sueface wiped clean, leaving 
the ink in the bitten fines. If damped piece of paper is now laid om 
the copper and the whole passed through powerful press, the ink is 
transferred from the plate to the paper, and the result i called an 
etching. 

What is called deypoine is diferent again, no acid or varnish being 
used. The plate is simply scratched with the needle, the hollow thie 
formed is filed with ink, and the plate is printed from as usual. The 
to processes of etching and drypoint are often tied in combination. 

In the fifteenth century etching was used for patterning armour, 
‘and it was only later that it occurred t0 some ingenious mind to fill 
the hollows with ink and take an impression on paper. However, by 
the time of our King Henry VII etching 2 2 graphic process wae 
already known, espedully among the Germans. Albrecht Direr was 
the first great master to try the process, and hia plate “ The Cannon” 
‘remains one of the masterpieces of etching for all time. 

Ir is not until the next century (the seventeenth) that etching 
seilly comes into its own with the colowal figure of Rembrandt, but 
hhefore we consider the great Dutch master, we must sty something 
about two Frenchmen, Jacques Callot and Claude Lorrain. The former 
ed a most romantic fie, running away from hame twice and joining 
bands of gipsies traveling 10 Italy. He was so determined 10 be an 
artist and not a priest, as his parents intended, that be was sent to 
seudy in Rome, and finally became 3 purveyor of pleasures, director of 
pageants and the like, to the court of Tuscany, at Florence. He pro- 
duced more than a thousind etchings, the diinguishing character of 
which is the extreme liveliness of the little fgures with which he 
peopled his scenes. It is thought that Claude Lorrain, better known as 
4 painter, lerred the process of etching from Callot. He produced « 
‘number of plates of rural landscape with classical architecture. 

Rembrandt has been already mentioned, but we must return to him 
again, for he is the supreme figure of all etching, gathering up inco his 
‘own genius all that had been done before and forecasting almost every- 
thing that was to come after. His portrait, including those of himself, 
show a depth of spiritual insight and a power of compelling the mediom 
fo express what he wanted, which has never been equalled. His 
Biblical subjects show his power of infusing into the most hackneyed 
themes a personal vividness of observation which makes them live 
‘again. Ie is only necessary to mention as an example his etching of 
“Joseph telling his Dream." The faces of the brothers are expressed 
with the fewest posible number of fines, yet each face is individual, 
sand each full of meaning. His etchings of sill life or from the living 
‘model, are alike remarkable, but most fascinating of all are his land- 
scapes, for in these he set up a standard which has influenced all later 
‘workers ia the same Seld. 

‘The famous Flemish portrait painter, Vardyke, who painted our 
‘own Charles f, etched some magnificent portraits of bis fellow artist,

four unfortunately his plates were ruined by his followers, being 
““Gnished" by them in more senses than one. 

There were a sumber of interesting etchers at the end of the 
seventeenth and throughout the eighteenth century, but in general, 
iching was despised by artists and by the public. and sank to the 
level of 2 subsidiaey process im the production of Tine engravings. The 
revival came in the sineteenth century, and in epite of the foteresting 
work done by Turner, Crome, Cotman and Geddes, in England, the 
real impulse came from France. 

What i+ known in the history of painting as che “ Barbizon” 
schoot—that ia group of painters who worked at the litle village of 
Barbizon, in the forest of Fontainebleau—produced a number of 
cichings with real understanding of the qualities of the medium. 
Jacque, Rouseess, Daubigny and Millec are the most famous names. 
Mille’s etchings reflect the subjects and the mogd of his paintings 
boeing concerned with the laborious, but digniied, lives of French 
pessantz. Jacque's Favourite subjects were pigs. The etchings of 
Alphonse Legros—whose migration to England and Professorship at 
the Slade, was to have s0 strong an in uence on English art generally 
“were concered with much the same subjects as Mille. 

Unlike these rural etchers, Charles Meryon was the inspired 
portrayer of the town of old Pars, before its picturesque comers were 
Srept away by the improving hand of Baroa Hausmann. The son 
fof Scottish physician and a French dancing gil, his vision was 
serangely morbid, and one of his greatest etchings depicts a gargoyle 
fof Notre Dame gloating over the vice of the cry of Paria. His 
ttchings, which ace now of great value, brought him almast nothing in 
his fifetime, and he died mad. 

The second great figure in etching, after Rembrandt, is the 
‘American, James McNeill Whistler. His days of study were passed in 
Paris, and he was undoubtedly influenced by his French contemporaries, 
especially Jacque. His early plates are careful transcripts of ature, 
inom beautifully composed and executed, and he was one of the frst 
to discover the beauty of wharves and shipping. His “Thames Set” 
shows subjects taken from Wapping and Rotherhithe. It is, however, 
his later manner, when he was etching at Venice, that is considered 
mos typical of his genio His method becomes more suggestive, 
setting the minimum down on the plate and leaving the rest 10 be 
filled in by the imagination. A few lines are sufficient to suggest the 
‘whole wa-prompect of the island city with all es domes and cupolas and 
‘Campanili. His influence on the art haa been abiding, although many 
triodern artists have ceacted his almost excemive looseness of handling 
tnd have gone back for thei inspiration to Meryon and older masters 

Whistler's beotherindaw, Sic Francis Seymour Haden, was 3 
proliie and able etcher, chiely of landscape, who did more than anyone 
tlhe to bring the art into repute in England. He was the founder and 
fem president of the Royal Society of PainterEtchers and Engravers 
to which most of the modern masters belong. 

There is lee space to discuss the work of these. Si D. Y. 
Cameron's architectural plates, and his deypoints of Scottish lochs, 
Muirhead Booe's studies of scafolding, Brangwyn’ grandiose bridges 
and windmills, Augustus John's portrait heads, MeBey's wartime and 
Venetian subjects, FL. Griggs’ evocations of the Middle Ages (not 
to mention the work of the older men such as William Strang and 
Sic Frank Short) have all helped co place British etching in the fore- 
frost of moder achievements, while the number and talent of the 
ring etchers give every promise that that preeminence will be + 
lasting one,
